«« directly or indirectly, give, preſent, or allow, to any perſon, or perſons, 
having voice or vote in ſuch election, any money, meat, drink, entertain- 
ment, or proviſion, &c. are rendered incapable (though elected) to act, fit,

4thly. To preſerve the repreſentatives free and independent, revive a 
repealed clauſe of the act of ſettlement, —** That no perſon, who has an 
office or place of profit, under the King, or receives a penſion from the 
Crown, ſhall be capable of ſerving as Members of the Houſe of Commons.” 


VN. B. The ordinary objection to this clauſe may be obviated, by per- 
mitting the great Officers of State, their Secretaries, &c. to fit, debate, 
and inform the Houſe, but without the privilege of voting.
